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O ONE escapes the sly pen 
of New Yorker colum- 


nists. Compton executives 
had scarcely stopped laughing at 
a thinly disguised take-off on a 
Compton sales interview when a 
story about a certain Board of Edu- 
cation appeared. Quoth the columnist—'‘As 
far as the B— Board of Education is con- 
cerned, Austria is still an independent na- 
tion. Hitler took over so late in the school 
year that they decided it would be unfair to 
bother the kiddies with it.” 

All of which inspires comment concern- 
ing the shabby trick which Hitler played on 
Compton editors when he marched into 
Austria March 13, 1938—just one week 
after our 1938 edition was taken off the 
press. Now, an encyclopedia should not 
attempt to be a newspaper, but the an- 
nexation of Austria was probably the most 
significant historical event since the World 
War—and, because it changed boundaries, 
the most important geographical event as 
well. 

So the Compton editorial department 
went into a conference—then into action— 
wrote pages of copy—made new plates for 


omment 


both German and Austrian articles 
—ordered a new colored map for 
Europe and a new black and white 
map for Germany—made exten- 
sive index changes to locate new 
material. In all sets of Compton's 
not yet bound, new signatures re- 
placed old ones, and since that time all 
orders have been filled with sets containing 
this new material.
